Backed by pledges of public 
support given nt the crime con­ 
ference. law enforcement officials 
checked personnel and eauipment 
and estimated

expand and improve the division 
of Investigation.

gun purchasers and gangsters. 


Officials arrived at no definite 
estimate of the

Chancellor Adolf Hitler's life was 
Imperiled tonight '^vhen his special 
train, enroute from Bremen to Ber­ 
lin. roare<l into an autobus near 
here, instantly killing 13 persons. 


A fourtofnth died lator in the 
hospital to which the seven other 
pass(»ngers of the bus, all seriously 
injured, were laken. 
Those killed 
and injured v.ere described as the­ 
atrical performers. 


Th«)ugh rudely shaken 
by 
the 
crash, which occurred while his 
train was returning at high speed 
from christening ceremonies held 
at Bremen for the new 18,000-lou 
I North Gorman Lloyd liner. Hitler 
alighted from the train and walked 
tho m i l e back up tho track where 
the demolished bus and tho bodies 
lay.

T hurs­ 
day that he had pul the supervision 
of the quarantine of the present 
scarlet fover opidemlc in Munising 
In the hands of the city polUe.

“Though wo are receiving whole­ 
hearted cooperation from the m a­ 
jority of the citizens,“ Dr. Scholtes 
slated, “we must continue to em ­ 
phasize that rigid observance of 
the necessary rules will be required 
to maintain control In the present 
epidemic.

Those potatoes that the federal 
government purchases in Michigan 
must be consumed 
in 
Michigan, 
however, according to an announce­ 
ment received from the relief ad­ 
ministration. Believing that this is 
imfair to Michigan potato growers, 
the Escanaba Chamber of Com­ 
merce has served notice upon the 
proper authorities that it disap­ 
proves of this attitude. 


“W’e have always felt that Chi­ 
cago, Cleveland. Louisville, Cincin­ 
nati. Indianapolis and Milwaukee 
were the natural markets for up­ 
per peninsula potatoes," Harold P. 
Lindsay, secretary of the Escanaba 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce, 
stated. 
"The last government agricultural 
census shows Michigan producing 
15,911,808 bushels of potatoes. 
Of 
that amount 1,607,856 bushels were 
produced in the upper peninsula. 
In other w’ords, upper Michigan, 
with 6.5 per cent of the state’s 
population, produced 10.1 per cent 
of the state’s production in pota­ 
toes. 
Obviously, wo have a much 
higher per capita production than 
the lower peninsula and inasmuch 
as Michigan has always been a po­ 
tato exporting state, we do not he- 
lieve that the government can con­ 
scientiously restrict tho 
sale 
of 
Michigan potatoes to this state. 


Little Federal Aid 
“We, in the upper peninsula, cer­ 
tainly have every right to protest 
vigorously against such.a program, 
inasmuch as the only 
crop 
our 
farmers are getting any assistance 
on at all is the sugar beet produc- 


tion and that just recently. 
If our 
farmers have to pay a processing 
tax on all other agricultural prod­ 
ucts and the government takes the 
attitude that we must consume all 
our export surplus in 
our 
own 
state, where does 
the 
Michigan 
farmer get off at? 
Incidentally, 
Delta county Is the second largest 
potato producing county In the up­ 
per peninsula, being exceeded only 
by Menominee, and if potato pur­ 
chases are being made in the upper 
peninsula, it would seem eminently 
fair that a large portion of those 
purchases should be made in Me­ 
nominee and Delta counties.” 
Consider Allotment Plan 
Upper peninsula farmers are re­ 
ported to l)e giving some thought 
u) the possibilities for stabilizing 
tlie potato industry along the same 
lines that has been done with the 
producer of hogs, 
wheat, 
cotton, 
sugar beets, tobacco and peanuts, 
under the AAA allotment plan.

Congressman Prentiss M, Brown 
declared yesterday at St. Ignaco 
that he will do everything In h!a 
power to secure the necessary fed­ 
eral legislation to aid the Michigan 
potato grower. 


"Two years ago, the producers of 
Maine, Michigan and other state« 
were of the opinion that potatoea 
should not come under the provi­ 
sions of the basic commodity act,” 
Congressman Brown said. "Lately, 
however, conditions have developed 
that would seem to indicate that 
it would be to the benefit of the 
farmers if they could obtain the 
same kind of aid that is given to 
the growers of wheat, corn, cotton 
and other basic commodities. I am 
ready to go to bat for the Michigan 
potato growers on any relief plan 
that they would deem advisable.” 


Secretary Lindsay of the Esca­ 
naba Chamber of Commerce said 
yesterday that he plans to call a 
conference of agricultural agent.s 
and other interested persons in the 
near future to consider proposals 
for aiding the potato grow’ers.

in tho history of tho plant. The 
largest run was recorded in 1915 
when 76,000 tons of beets were 
sliccd. 


Farm ers will receive something 
over $6 a ton for these beets. A 
year ago they received $5.55. 


Between 3 50 and 400 men were 
given employment during the su­ 
gar production operations.
